.WASHINGTON, April 11.—Fear that 


a pink boll worm, a dangerous cotton 
pest, may be Introduced into the United 
States through the accidental presence 
of seed in lint cotton' received by 
spinners caused the federal horticul- 
tural board today to warn cotton mills, 
especially those in the south to destroy 
by burning all seed that may be found 
In bales of imported Egyptian cotton. 
The seed, it is saitl, are likely to con- 
tain the larvae of the- pest, which is 
very destructive to American cotton. 
' "While the number of 'seeds acci- 
dentally left in a bale of cotton 
is 


probably Email." says the board, "a 
very, large quantity of baled Egyptian 
cotton is imported, so that in the ag- 
gregate the number of infested seeds 
might well prove a serious menace to 
the local crop. 
This is especially 


true In view of the fact that much of 
this baled cotton is shipped to southern 
cotton mills, which in some'eases are 
in the immediate vicinity of cotton 
fields which 
would 
form a ready 


breeding place for any larvae that 
might escape." 


An investigation is to be undertak- 


en by the board in northern and south- 
ern mills to determine the amount of 
infestation by the pink boll worm in 
the feed introduced.

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Federal Horticultural Board Tells 


of Fear of a Dangerous Cot- 
ton Pest 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—Fear that 


a pink boll worm, a dangerous cotton 
pest, may be introduced into the.United 
States through the accidental presence 
of eeed In lint cotton received by 
spinners caused the, federal horticul- 
tural board today to wa"rn cotton milts, 
especially those In the south to destroy 
by burning all seed that may be found 
In bales of imported Egyptian cotton. 
The seed, it is said, are likely to con- 
tain the larvae of the pest, which Is 
very destructive to American cotton. 


"While the number of seeds accl- 


probably small," says the board, "a 
very large quantity of baled Kgyptlan 
cotton Is Imported, so that in the ag- 
gregate the number of infested seeds 
might well prove a serious menace to 
the local crop. 
This is especially 


trup In view of the fact that much of 
this baled cotton Is shipped to southern 
cotton mills, which In some cases are 
fit the- 1m media to vicinity of cotton, 
fields which 
would form 
a ready 


-breeding place for any larvae that 
might escape."
